DORSET Brewing Com¬ 
pany has launched a 
£500,000 expansion which 
will switch its main brew¬ 
ing operation from Wey¬ 
mouth to a site near 
Dorchester. 

The company, which 
hopes to retain premises at 
Brewers Quay for its cor¬ 
porate headquarters, plans 
to use a new site at Cross- 
ways to increase its brew¬ 
ing fourfold to more than 


two million pints per year. 

Four new jobs could be 
created to increase the 
workforce to 12 and owner 
Giles Smeath also plans to 
create several new beers. 

He said: “I have recently 
returned from San Fran¬ 
cisco where I agreed a deal 
for all the new plant we 
need at Crossways. 


“The US micro brewing 
market is far ahead of ours 
and it shows in the quality 
of equipment which en¬ 
ables them to brew far 
more imaginative beer 
styles than are currently 
available here. We plan to 
follow them.”

AT the end of this month West Dorset will once 
again be celebrating its rich agricultural sur¬ 
roundings with the annual Melplash Show. 

The show is a steadfast event in the diary of 
local people of all ages and attracts visitors from 
far and wide. 

This week's 60 Second Interview is with the 
show's new Chairman Nigel Jones. Having first 
been a part of the show 30-years-ago, as a car 
park attendant, Nigel has seen the show grow 
into one of the regions principle events. 

In his spare time Nigel is a big sports fan. Hav¬ 
ing played rugby for Dorchester for many years, 
Nigel now intends to turn his focus to cricket after 
a knee operation later in the year. 

Nigel is also a proud co-owner of the racehorse 
"The Jazz Musician" who this season raced at 
some of the top courses in the country. 

The Melplash Show is on for one-day only on 
Thursday, August 26th. 


■ HOW much preparation goes into the Melplash 
Show? 

I don’t think people would credit how much background 
work goes into it, certainly from a quasi-professional role 
like the secretary and the assistants here in the office. 
Behind that there is also a huge amount of voluntary as¬ 
sistance, work done by an army of different people and 
without them the show wouldn’t work. It’s a fantastic 
testament to the good will of the local community. 

■ HOW have you seen the show develop since your 
first involvement 30-years-ago? 

Immeasurably, from a relatively small country show it 
is now a principle show in the area. What you will see in 
agricultural country shows is that some of them have 
gone very commercial and some have disappeared alto¬ 
gether. Whereas with the Melplash Show the whole idea 
is to try and portray that authentic traditional country 
image as well as being well-organised and slick as pos¬ 
sible, catering for what everybody wants. We have a very 
diverse audience bearing in mind where we are. We are 
one of the only, if not the only show located this close to 
the sea, so we have an awful lot of holidaymakers who 
come to the show as well as the indigenous population. 

■ WHAT makes the show special compared to oth¬ 
ers? 

I think exactly that, it’s orientation towards its traditional 
nature. It has all the ingredients that people want and it 
isn’t trying to be a commercial show that some have 



moved towards, yet equally it is so much more than just 
a country fete. 

The Devon County Show is now a huge commercial 
event, we are very much in that traditional niche and 
that’s where we intend to stay. 

■ WHAT have been the highlights to you from past 
shows? 

The highlights for me have been my two years as vice 
chairman, making sure everything has gone alright. From 
an organisational point of view to get through the day, 
making sure everyone has enjoyed it and that everything 
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ran on time is the main goal. 

■ WHAT are you particularly looking forward to this 
year? 

I’m looking forward to the main ring attractions. We have 
got the white helmets motorcycle display team and as a 
sort of antithesis to them for people who don’t want noisy 
motorbikes we have also got the fabulous Rockwood dog 
display team who are just extraordinary. All the cattle and 
the sheep classes will be tremendous; we have lots of en¬ 
tries there. All the horse classes again have lots of entries. 
A new thing we introduced last year is the By the Sea 
marquee because of where we are we thought the agricul¬ 
ture of the sea is just as important as the agriculture of the 
land, so that’s lot of good fun. This year we also have the 
curry competition, sponsored by Mr and Mrs Michaud 
who grow the world’s hottest chilli and it is judged by the 
Taj Mahal in Bridport. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I just want people who are funny. I would like Jeremy 
Clarkson, I think he is just hilarious. He’s not PC and is 
generally upfront and fairly rude and difficult, I find him 
extremely amusing. I’d like Tommy Cooper who is my 
favourite comedian of all time. Then I’d like somebody 
equally funny, the cricket commentator Brian Johnson. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

The last film I watched was Toy Story 3 3D with my 
daughter, the last book that I read was the autobiography 
of Paul Nicholls the racehorse trainer and the last CD I 
listened to was Eva Cassidy.

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Six months to come up with 
a proposal to restart refuge 


A CAMPAIGN to restart a women’s refuge in Weymouth 
has been given a six-month lifeline. 

Councillors have postponed proposals to sell the former 
refuge site and opted instead to consider the situation 
again at a management committee meeting in January 
2011. 

Before this they have authorised council officers to ne¬ 
gotiate with all parties which have already expressed an 
interest in setting up and running a refuge in Weymouth. 

They reached their decisions after hearing from leg¬ 
endary campaigner Erin Pizzey who founded the 
women’s refuge movement in 1971. 

She backed the council retaining the refuge building for 
the sake of women and children “marinaded in violence” 
because without the building the group would not be able 
to get back on its feet. 

She cautiously welcomed the six-month window, say¬ 
ing that a year would have been better but adding: “We 
must now work hard to complete our case which I am 
sure we can. 

“The extra time will let us firm up bids to run a refuge 
and give us a secure future.” 

Earlier Ms Pizzey told View: “It is very frustrating be¬ 
cause all along the Weymouth refuge has been so fragile. 

“It was closed yet Weymouth and Portland had the 
highest record of domestic violence in Dorset.” 

Weymouth and Portland domestic violence and abuse 
forum chairman Mary Watson said there were 600 cases

reported to police in 2008-2009 “and heaven only knows 
how many more that weren’t”. 

Other speakers highlighted the need for the building to 
be retained and the need for places but also the need to 
ensure this at minimal or no cost to the cash-strapped 
council. 

West Dorset councillor Mollie Rennie said final clo¬ 
sure of the refuge would increase demand on other serv¬ 


ices which would be “robbing Peter to pay Paul”. 

The management committee meeting then voted 5-4 
against Councillor Peter Chapman’s proposal to restrict 
the time for investigations to four months and, if nothing 
suitable emerged, to sell the building and use cash to 
boost the council’s capital programme. 

They then unanimously backed Councillor Howard 
Legg’s proposal to make no decision for six months to 
allow time for refuge offers to be firmed up so a real so¬ 
lution wasn’t hampered by “haste”. 

Current offers include a business plan from a 
Bournemouth charity, an expression of interest from a 
social landlord and an outline plan from the Friends of 
the Weymouth Refuge. 

South Dorset’s Lib Dem Parliamentary Spokesper¬ 
son Ros Kayes, who co-authored the bid from the 
Friends Group with Mary Watson and Councillor Gill 
Taylor, said “We are now getting concrete offers and the 
figures are beginning to add up.” 

Councillor Taylor said: “The proposals would be a 
combination of public service providers, charities and a 
community organisation together with the support of the 
council. We could make this a landmark project. It has 
the support of thousands of local people who signed the 
petition last year to keep the refuge open. In the last six 
months we have come a long way and it would be very 
sad to not be able to take this project further.”

Brewers Quay in 1996 as the Quay Brewery before be¬ 
coming the Dorset Brewing Company more than five 
years ago. 

He said: “We don’t want to move our headquarters from 
Weymouth and we plan to become part of the new rede¬ 
velopment of Brewers Quay by retaining a retail site here 
with offices. 

“We have had to move the brewing side of things to a 
larger site at Crossways because we were growing so fast 
that Brewers Quay just didn’t have the space to support us. 

“The new Crossways premises is in two large industrial 
units, one which will provide our brewing facility and one 
which will contain storage and distribution. 

”We hope to include a few of the ideas I gained during 
a visit to the Sierra Nevada and other US brewery sites 
because they are virtually self-contained including grow¬ 
ing their own hops and producing their own power. 

“If we can’t do that immediately then we hope to do it 
within five years and become the new face of micro brew¬ 
ing in Dorset.” 

Weymouth and Portland economic spokesman Council¬ 
lor Mike Goodman said: “We recognise Dorset Brewing 
Company’s need to find larger premises but we are 
pleased they still plan to retain their corporate headquar¬ 
ters at Brewers Quay. 

“It ensure that Brewers Quay continues its long associ¬ 
ation with brewing and we wish them well in their busi¬ 
ness expansion plans.”

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Local sheep farmers celebrate 
Melplash competition results 


SHEEP farmers across the region 
are celebrating following the re¬ 
sults of the Melplash Agricultural 
Society Flocks competition. 

Dorset farmers from Abbotsbury 
to Beaminster were rewarded for 
their shepherding skills and flock 
management with the judges look¬ 
ing for good sheep husbandry and 
profitability.

Sightseeing tours and short pleasure 
flights will also use the heliport to 
showcase Dorset’s stunning Jurassic 
Coast and all it has to offer. 

Elite director Glenn Curtis said they 
will be opening an operations office at 
Southwell Park this month to prepare 
for setting the heliport up in tandem 
with planning applications which 
Southwell chief executive Lee Paul 
said were due to be lodged soon. 

Helicopters are planned on site 
throughout 2011 and 2012 and will be 
available for charter, sightseeing and 
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media flights. 

Mr Curtis said they operated a vari¬ 
ety of machines including Robinson 
R44, Bell JetRanger and LongRanger 
and the AS350 Squirrel ideal for pas¬ 
senger transfers and filming and pho¬ 
tographic flights while other machines 
included the Augusta A109 Power and 
Grand VIP. 

He added: “The Venue at Southwell 
Park offers and ideal site for this new 
heliport. 

“It is our intention to offer a wide 
range of services for our own cus¬ 
tomers and those of other helicopter 
operators wishing to reach Portland 
with the least possible hassle and to a 
convenient location within a short dis¬ 
tance of the harbour.” 

Mr Paul said they were delighted to 
work with Elite and added: “We have 
already contracted with the London 
Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games for them to take The 
Venue hotel during the Olympic 
Games in 2012 and are presently dis¬ 
cussing LOCOG also taking it during 
the 2011 Olympic test event. 

“The heliport will become an inte¬ 
gral part of facilitating these events, 
enabling easy and quick access for the 
business community and providing an 
added attraction which tourists can 
benefit from when visiting the area.”

Changes to the law now mean that local councils can 
have more power over the regulation of venues clas¬ 
sified as providing sexual entertainment with the in¬ 
troduction of a sexual entertainments policy. 

Once drawn up, residents will be able to comment 
on the policy during an eight-week consultation pe¬ 
riod. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland’s management 
committee were told that, under the new policy, oper¬ 
ators of sexual entertainment venues would need to 
apply for a new sexual entertainment licence which is 
separate from the usual premises license. 

Previously a sex establishment licence was not nor¬ 
mally required for striptease or lap dancing venues 
where the relevant permissions for adult entertainment 
would have been included on a premises licence is¬ 
sued under the 2003 Licensing Act. 

This has now been amended by Section 27 of the 
2009 Policing and Crime Act, the change to come into 
force on April 1, 2011. 

Community safety spokesman Councillor Ian James 
said: “Weymouth does not have a high volume of sex¬ 
ual entertainments venues, but I welcome the news 
that the Council is to have more power over the issue 
of licenses for such venues. 

“The consultation will also give local people a say 
over the regulation of lap dancing and similar venues 
in the borough.” 

The meeting agreed to ask policy committee col¬ 
leagues to develop such a policy and their recommen¬ 
dation must now be approved by full council.

RESIDENTS have had a 
chance to get their first 
glimpse of a £15 million 
scheme to redevelop the 
Brewers Quay complex in 
Weymouth. 

An exhibition of plans for 
the site on Hope Square in¬ 
cluded a new 90-bed hotel, a 
restaurant and cafe, shops, 
eight residential apartment, 
eight holiday apartments and a 
new exhibition and event 
space. 

Brewers Quay LLP, which is 
producing the scheme, hopes 
it will take the site into the 
next century. 

Partner Chris McDougall 
said: “One of the main points 
of the development is to en¬ 
sure that Weymouth Museum 
has a bigger and better new 
home double its current size 
which is suitable for the mu¬ 
seum’s future. 

“The 90-bed hotel will an¬ 
chor the scheme and make it 
financially viable while we 
also hope to get on board as 
many of the existing tenants as 
possible. 

“The 16 apartments are 


being designed in such a way 
that they fit in seamlessly with 
the existing Brewers Quay 
structure. 

“Half will be private residen¬ 
tial and half linked to the hotel 
perhaps for use as larger fam¬ 
ily-style holiday units. 

“A lot of the original features 
of the building are being kept 
and it is fair to say that nothing 
is changing dramatically.” 

He added they hoped plan¬ 
ners approved of their at¬ 
tempts to develop the site 
without losing its character. 

He said: “This exhibition 
was part of the development 
process and ensured that local 
people got a chance to have 
their say on our ideas for 
Brewers Quay. 

“We will now use those 
comments to help us put to¬ 
gether a planning application 
this autumn. 

“If that proves successful we 
would hope to start work early 
in 2011 and to complete in 
time for the Olympic sailing 
events being staged in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland in July 
2012.”

Plans for £1 million 
Chesil beach centre 
extension backed 


COUNCILLORS have backed funding proposals for 
a £1 million extension to the Chesil Beach Centre be¬ 
tween Portland and Weymouth. 

They agreed to support the project being taken for¬ 
ward to bid for a £500,000 grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Lund with another £512,000 coming from a 
variety of sources including £100,000 each from the 
Crown Estate and Line Lamily Loundation and 
£60,000 from Weymouth and Portland council. 

If the Lottery bid is successful then the extension 
will be developed in partnership with Dorset County 
Council and the Dorset Wildlife Trust. 

The scheme has been planned since the Dorset coast 
was designated as a Jurassic Coast World Heritage 
Site in order to help interpret its globally significant 
status. 

A planning application was approved in 2008 and a 
Round 1 bid to the Heritage Lottery Lund for 
£550,000 in the same year was also successfully 
agreed. Now preparations are being made for the sec¬ 
ond round of bids for further funding. 

If successful, plans for the extension include im¬ 
proved access for the disabled, enhanced educational, 
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learning and community engagement opportunities 
and facilities and lecture room space to accommodate 
educational visits. 

There will also be involvement with community 
groups and volunteers, improved conservation access, 
conserved and improved natural wildlife habitats and 
enhanced visitor facilities. 

Environment spokesman Councillor Brendan Web¬ 
ster said: “Chesil Beach and Lleet are Special Areas 
of Conservation. 

“It is important that we have the facilities in place 
which allow this to be both protected and enjoyed. I 
believe that the proposed developments to the existing 
Chesil Beach centre are a good way of achieving 
this.” 

Weymouth and Portland chief executive Tom 
Grainger said the council’s £60,000 would help attract 
nearly £1 million and members agreed to fund the 
money from general reserves on the basis that there 
would be no net additional revenue charges to the 
council from the scheme.

GIANTS rule this country and you only have 
to go to a Weymouth building site to see 
what I mean. 

The new community fire station being built 
off Radipole Lane is largely hemmed in by 
10ft hoardings plastered with logos, scheme 
advertising and comments praising the site’s 
future interaction with local people.

Gardening Jobs for August 


O n the Lawn - Raise the blades on the 
mower before cutting fine lawns. This 
will help reduce drought stress. Mow 
lightly and frequently so that short grass clip¬ 
pings can remain on the lawn during hot sum¬ 
mers to act as a moisture-retentive mulch. 

Excess thatch can be scarified out during au¬ 
tumn maintenance next month. Lawns on 
thin soils may benefit from a high phosphate 
feed. Summer meadows may need mowing 
now if they have past their season of interest. 

The Shrub Border - Collect seed from 
favourite plants. Prune Wisteria and shrubs 
such as Pyracantha after flowering. Flebe and 
lavenders can be given a light prune after 
flowering. Continue to deadhead shrubs, such 
as roses, to extend flowering into early au¬ 
tumn. Rambling roses can be pruned now, 
once they have finished flowering. 

Thoroughly soak drought-stressed plants 
and shrubs, especially newly planted ones. 
Use grey, recycled or stored rain water wher¬ 
ever possible. Semi-ripe cuttings can still be 
taken to propagate many common garden 
shrubs (e.g. box, Ceanothus, lavender). Rho¬ 
dodendrons, azaleas and Clematis can be 
propagated by layering. 

Flower border/Patio area - Don't neglect 
hanging baskets - deadheading, watering and 
feeding will help them last through until au¬ 
tumn. Deadhead plants such as Dahlia, rose 
and Penstemon and bedding to prolong the 
display colour well into early autumn. Don't 
cut off the flower heads of ornamental 
grasses. These will provide winter interest. 

Propagate irises by dividing the rhizomes if 
not done last month. Propagate perennials by 
dividing once they have finished flowering, 
but only in areas with some rain and duller 
weather, to avoid drying out problems. 

Take cuttings of tender perennials such as 
Pelargonium and Osteospermum, as soon as 
possible. A greenhouse, cool conservatory or 
a light windowsill are ideal to bring them on

until they are established. 

Most perennial weeds are best dealt with when 
in active growth. Applying a weed killer containing 
Glyphosate during summer will ensure that the 
roots, as well as the top growth, are killed. Flow- 
ever, Glyphosate is non-selective and plants you 
want to keep should avoided.

THIS week we meet PHIL GORDON, the 
marketing brain behind the Dorchester Business 
Improvement District. View reporter PAUL 
CROMPTON talks to Phil about his success in 
marketing and his love of cricket 


44 MOST products 
were 95 per cent 
brilliant and five per 
flawed, so I thought it 
would be a real challenge 
to help develop that five 
per cent to make it 100 
per cent brilliant, this is 
my dream job,” said the 
marketing brain behind 
the hugely successful 
Dorchester Business Im¬ 
provement District, BID 
for short. 

Having moved back to 
“his roots” from Berk¬ 
shire to be closer to his 
parents, who live in Brid- 
port, Phil Gordon has 
lived in Thomcombe for 
the last seven years, 
rekindling his love of 
cricket, which sees him 
today, sat in the village 
shop, for which he is a 
sporadic volunteer, with a 
broken thumb and tales 
of celebrity matches - in¬ 
cluding the 12 ball over’s 
by local resident Oliver 
Letwin MP. 

Sipping from a cup of 


coffee at a wobbly table, 
Phil recalls how four 
years ago he started Kaa- 
boom Marketing Serv¬ 
ices offering marketing, 
Public Relations and 
sales support for smaller 
and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses. 

He said: “I became 
aware when I moved 
down here there was a lot 
of excellent businesses in 
Dorchester, some of 
which had fantastic prod¬ 
ucts and services and 
needed a little help with 
getting the best out of 
them.” 

Following this move, 
the future project man¬ 
ager of Dorchester BID, 
was only an advert away 
from becoming part of 
what he refers to as a 
“business positive” town. 


“My wife saw an advert 
in the paper for a project 
manager for the Dorch¬ 
ester BID, but I knew 
nothing about what a 
BID is or was and quite 
frankly I was not particu¬ 
larly interested in project 
management,” he said. 
“However, I did a little 
bit of research and the 
more I read the more ex¬ 
cited I got seeing what a 
huge opportunity for 
Dorchester, it was for us 
to take control of our 
own destiny a bit.” 

A BID is a collection of 
businesses within a de¬ 
fined geographical area 
who vote to invest collec¬ 
tively in local improve¬ 
ments to enhance their 
trading environment, ini¬ 
tiated, financed and led 
by the commercial sector, 



Pick one or more papers from our series to save 
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a BID helps provide ad¬ 
ditional or improved 
services as identified and 
requested by those busi¬ 
nesses, to the baseline 
services provided by the 
local authority in that 
area. 

All the businesses are 
invited to vote in a ballot 
on a business plan and 
basically that plan can 
contain anything sug¬ 
gested by the public of 
businesses to improve 
the town and make it a 
more viable place to do 
business. 

“I really enjoy seeing a 
business achieve and 
people in that business 
actually benefit from all 
the hard work. It’s what 
keeps me going, turning 
passion into results,” he 
said. 

“The important thing 
about the BID is that we 
were in the worst reces¬ 
sion anyone can remem¬ 
ber, certainly since the 
war, and in that time we 
lost 20 odd businesses in¬ 
cluding high street names 
like Woolworths and 
Adams, but we have 
gained over 35 new busi¬ 
nesses in that same pe¬ 
riod, so Dorchester is 
actually business positive 
which is an amazing 
achievement I think.” 

This influx of new busi¬ 
nesses includes Well- 
worths, which has caught 
the country’s imagina¬ 
tion, reportedly become a 
tourist destination in its 
own right, and the sub¬ 
ject of a one hour BBC 
documentary, which Phil 
says, helped put Dorch¬ 
ester back on the map 
and the reason why peo¬ 
ple still flock to the town. 

However, Phil is not a 
man who is satisfied with 
concentrating on one 
thing. After moving to 
the area, where his fam¬ 
ily tree goes back several 
generations, he decided it 
was the perfect time to 
build his own house. 

So on moving to the 
area he and his family 
started their self build 
home, which he’d “never 
done anything like it be¬ 
fore,” he said, adding 
“But it was a fantastic ex¬ 
perience. I do feel from 
time-to-time when I walk 
through the door, I just 
think we really did do 
this ourselves. I don’t 
know how we did it, I 
was project manager and 
did a lot of things myself 
where possible, like a bit 
of plastering and elec¬ 



tronics. 

“It was a real experi¬ 
ence, an emotional 
roller-coaster going 
through the planning 
problems, problems with 
access but the views kept 
us going.” 

Of course, for a man 
with bags of energy, en¬ 
thusiasm and drive, the 
transition from market¬ 
ing and PR for Dorch¬ 
ester BID to fixing his 
own electronics is not a 
huge step. 

“There were lots of rea¬ 
sons, “ he said of com¬ 
pleting a five year 
apprenticeship at EMI, 
“partly because I’m a 
gadgets man, I like tech¬ 
nology and electronics 
and back in the 1970s 
and 80s it was probably 
the best place to be. But 
I knew that if I wanted to 
make a decent living it 
wasn’t the best career. I 
wanted to get out into the 
‘big wide world’ and so 
worked in electronics en¬ 
gineering 15 years.” 

However, he said: 
“Once the house was 
built it became apparent 
I was too young and poor 
to retire and needed to do 
something; I like to be 
doing things and keep 
active.” 

And so destiny called 
in the form of the news¬ 
paper advert and here he 


is today, sat with his 
second cup of coffee 
resting in front of him, 
becoming animated as 
he talks of the up com¬ 
ing Twenty20 cricket 
cup final, which, thanks 
to his marketing in¬ 
stincts, took the oppor¬ 
tunity to link his love of 
the game with the BID 
by buying advertising 
space for the games at 
the Rose Bowl and other 
county grounds. 

“I was given the op¬ 
portunity a few months 
ago of an extremely 
cheap last minute deal 
for some cricket banner 
advertising,” Phil said, 
adding “It gives Dorch¬ 
ester international expo¬ 
sure and brings the 
marketing impact of 
Dorchester to a wider, 
more global audience 
and allows us the oppor¬ 
tunity to have Sky TV 
broadcast games with 
our message: dorch- 
ester.dorset.com Dis¬ 
cover our Secrets. 
There’s a good demo¬ 
graphic of people going 
to cricket, look at the 
people going, it’s a good 
audience to target to get 
to spend money in the 
town.” 

Phil said: “I love 
cricket. I’m competitive 
but I know my skill lim¬ 
its; I’d rather have a 


good game where you 
are not quite sure who 
will win it, but end up 
winning yourself. I 
enjoy friendly matches a 
lot, playing league 
games I find some sides 
are too intense and a bit 
un-cricket like, for me 
it’s not what the game is 
about.” 

Having started around 
nine years ago Phil’s 
passion for cricket has 
seen him coach a num¬ 
ber of Colts teams and 
managed the woman’s 
11 at Axminster, Devon. 
And his infectious love 
of the game even rubbed 
off on his “long suffer¬ 
ing” wife. 

“She was fed up with 
me listening to Test 
Matches so since a few 
years ago, to my amaze¬ 
ment, she said she 
would have a go and she 
has seen how much fun 
the social side of the 
game can be and now 
she’s a real cricket lover. 
The turning point was 
when I came home and 
found her watching the 
Test Match, and the look 
on her face when I 
walked in was brilliant. 

“After that I knew the 
transformation was 
complete, and I thought 
‘my work here was 
done’.”

LIVE music and Glastonbury has been synonymous with one another ever 
since the first Pilton Pop Festival - as it was then known - back in 1970, but 
there is another event that's taken place in the town every year since 1996. 

The Glastonbury Extravaganza, now in it 15th year, takes place in the glo¬ 
rious surroundings of Glastonbury Abbey. This two-day family orientated 
event - with picnic hampers almost obligatory - is staged every August, 
with a pop/rock act headlining on the Saturday night and a classical con¬ 
cert on the Sunday. 

The Extravaganza is organised by the same team as the Glastonbury Fes¬ 
tival itself, with Michael Eavis very much at the forefront of this far more 
local event. 

This year's Saturday headliners were Madness - who played the Pyramid 
Stage at last year's main festival - and I can't think of a better band to tick 
all the boxes. Family friendly - check. Charismatic frontman - check. And a 
sack full of hit tunes - check. 

After a well received support slot from Seventies stalwarts Steve Harley 
&The Cockney Rebel - including their number one smash 'Make Me Smile 
(Come Up And See Me)'and a sing-a-long version of George Harrison's 
'Here Comes The Sun'- the audience readied itself for the main attraction. 

Hampers were packed away and the crowd got to its feet, with the area 
in front of the stage getting busier and busier as the sun went down and 
the ruins were floodlit in Technicolor. 

The souvenir stand was doing a roaring trade in comedy fezs and inflat¬ 
able saxophones, equally popular with children and grown-ups alike. And 
by the time Suggs & co hit the stage, it seemed the whole crowd were 
wearing a Madness 't'-shirt or sporting some sort of band related acces¬ 
sory. 

Suggs, dressed in a very natty suit, had made a cameo appearance at the 
end of Steve Harley's set, but was now ready for the spotlight to be very 
firmly on his band. 

"Hey you, don't watch that, watch this..." boomed Chas Smash, and so it 
began, with Madness launching the set with their first Top Ten hit, 'One 
Step Beyond'. And the hits kept on coming, with 'Embarrassment'and a 
fantastic arrangement of'My Girl'. 

The rest of the 90 minute plus set was a balanced mix of greatest hits, 
tracks from their fantastic latest album The Liberty of Norton Folgote, and 
a selection from their 2005 covers LP, The Dangermen Sessions. 

Most of the individual members of the band got a chance to shine, with 
guitarist Chris Foreman trying his hand at stand-up comedy, sax player 
Lee Thompson scaling the heights of the stage rigging and even keyboard 
player Mike Barson getting the chance to come out of the shadows. Only 
drummer Dan Woodgate seemed happy holding things together out of 
the spotlight. 

The crowd lapped up every tune, dancing and singing along with The 
Nutty Boys as if it was 1979. A great finale culminated in an encore of their 
theme tune - Prince Buster's'Madness' - and 'Night Boat To Cairo'from the 
1980 Work Rest and Play EP. 

The night was rounded off by an impressive fireworks display as a very 
happy crowd made their way home from the ancient ruins.

As a schoolboy in East Yorkshire during the 
war I learned to love the poetry of John Masefield, who was our Poet Lau¬ 
reate at the time. This evocative poem of his is one of my favourites. 

The West Wind 

It's a warm wind, the west wind, full of birds'cries; 

I never hear the west wind but tears are in my eyes. 

For it comes from the west lands, the old brown hills. 

And April's in the west wind, and daffodils. 

It's a fine land, the west land, for hearts as tired as mine, 

Apple orchards blossom there, and the air's like wine. 

There is cool green grass there, where men may lie at rest, 

And the thrushes are in song there, fluting from the nest. 

"Willye not come home brother?ye have been long away, 

It's April, and blossom time, and white is the may; 

And bright is the sun brother, and warm is the rain,- 
Willye not come home, brother, home to us again? 

"The young corn is green, brother, where the rabbits run. 

It's blue sky, and white clouds, and warm rain and sun. 

It's song to a man's soul, brother, fire to a man's brain, 

To hear the wild bees and see the merry spring again. 

"Larks are singing in the west, brother, above the green wheat, 

So will ye not come home, brother, and rest your tired feet? 

I've a balm for bruised hearts, brother, sleep for aching eyes," 

Says the warm wind, the west wind, full of birds' cries. 

It's the white road westwards is the road I must tread 
To the green grass, the cool grass, and rest for heart and head, 

To the violets, and the warm hearts, and the thrushes'song, 

In the fine land, the west land, the land where I belong.

Children more distracting than phones when driving 


WHILE the debate rumbles on about 
whether hands-free phone calls are safe to 
take whilst driving, new research reveals 
that that the number one distraction to 
drivers is in fact their own children. 

Research conducted by motoring website, 
ContractHireAndLeasing.com reveals that chil¬ 
dren are by far the biggest distraction to driv¬ 
ers. When website visitors were asked what 
they found most distracting whilst driving, 
child passengers came top by a significant 
margin, taking over half of the vote (53 per 
cent)*. In second place 'taking hands-free 


phone calls'polled a measly 18 per cent of the 
vote. 

Yet opponents to the current laws on in-car 
phone use say that even using a phone hands¬ 
free is not safe and constitutes a dangerous 
distraction to the driver**. Despite evidence 
that child passengers are more distracting 
than either phones or sat-nav systems (even 
adult passengers attracted a higher percent¬ 
age of the vote at 14 per cent, than sat-navs 
which took 11 per cent), there has been little 
campaign support from road safety authori¬ 
ties to help motorists deal with the real in-car

A THRILLING last heat win at the Wessex Stadium gave Wey¬ 
mouth Wildcats victory which lifted them off the foot of the 
National League to be replaced by their opponents King's 
Lynn. 

Young Stars Simon Lambert was odd-on favourite to win the 
heat having scored a maximum in his first five rides, but he 
made his only mistake of the meeting on the second turn
